JAPANESE KEEP 
RUSSIANS GUESSING 


St. Petersburg. March 28.—The im­ 
pression prevalent in some military 
circles that the Japanese, having re­ 
moved 
the 
ix)ssibility of the main 
army in Manchuria assuming the ini­ 
tiative, will now turn tlielr attention 
to the next objective of the >var— 
Vladivostok—is strengthened by a dis­ 
patch from Gunshu Pass announcing 
the withdrawal of the Japanese from 
the im m édiat front of the Russian 
army for a distance of 35 miles south. 
It is realized, of course, that this may 
bo merely a blind to cover Hanking 
operations, but it is not Improbable 
that the 
Japanese, having 
cleared 
Southern Manchuria of Russian troops 
and secured a position from whence 
expulsion would be a long and difficult 
process, may be satisfied to hold the 
Tie Pass line without further exten­ 
sion of communication. 
While the voice of the emperor’s 
advisers is for 
peace if honorable 
terms are obtainable, the government, 
as is the part of Avisdom, is going for­ 
ward with all provisions for the con­ 
tinuance of the war. Preparations ai‘e 
reported to be making for the mobili­ 
zation of five corps. It had been un­ 
derstood that the guards would be re­ 
tained at St. Petersburg, but some of 
the officers of this crack organization 
believe their services have been requi- 
•sitioned and are malcing preparations 
to that end. 
There has been a recrudescence of 
reports of a change in the head of the 
war ofiice. It was stated last night 
in a usually, well-informed source that 
Lieutenant 
General 
Sakharoff 
will 
leave very shortly and bo succeeded 
by General Ridiger, now chief of the

classes generally disapprove of the

Moderate Liber­ 
als in St. Petersburg are becoming 
alarmed at the situation, reports hav­ 
ing been received shelving that an 
actual revolutionary propaganda is he* 
ing pushed with vigor in many sec­ 
tions of the empire. The authorliies of 
the government ot Saratoff are closing 
tr^^chools there on account of peas­ 
ant disturbances. 


Russia Takes Steps’For Peacc* 
Paris, March 25.—The proapecis of 
peace between Russia and Japan as­ 
sumed a more definite and almutsi tan­ 
gible aspect as the result of the an­ 
nouncement of the re.samption of nego­ 
tiations for a Russian loan. The pusi- 
ponement of the loan occurred through 
the stand taken by the financial ele­ 
ment against proceeding'>vhile the un­ 
certainties continued, whilst a willing­ 
ness -to resume negotiations was con­ 
strued 
meaning that their atrong 
influence finally has prevailed with 
the authorities at St. Petersburg, The

He was found to bo 
a Jew, but his identity has not yet 
been discovered. A telephone message 
was immedintely sent to Baron von 
Nolken nt the city hall, Informing 
him of the MUtrage. Baron von Nolken, 
Rccompani^i by a police ofiiclal, took 
a carriage and started immediately for 
Praiia. AVhen passing the castle near 
Nvhere the governor general resides a 
man standing on the pavement threw 
a bomb at the carriage. Baron von 
Nolken, who was sitting on the side 
nearest the assailant, received the full 
charge of the bomb, while his com; 
panion escaped unhurt. The coachman 
was thrown from the box and the car­ 
riage w’as sma.«?hed.

ganization by William A. Hulbert. 


In 
an address before the 
Young 
Men's Christian 
association 
training 
school at Springfield, Mass.. recently, 
A. G. Spalding, the foremost authority 
on the subject in the country, spoke 
upon "Tho Origin and Early History 
of Baseball." His talk contained much 
liGfl^etofore unpublished 
history, and 
is reproduced in part as follows: 


"While there is more or less of a 
family resemblance in all games of 
ball, I consider baseball quite as much 
American in its origin, development 
and evolution as cricket Is of English 
origin, both being recognized as the 
national 
games of their 
respective 
countries. 
Some 
authorities 
claim 
that baseball came fi^om the old Eng- 
lish juvenile game of Rounders, but I 
am. decidedly of the opinion that it 
was a natural evolution from the old 
Colonial game of One Old Cat. 
One 
Old Cat was played by throe boys—a 
thrower, a catcher, and batsman. The 
latter, after striking the ball, ran to a 
goal about 30 feet distant, and by re- 
turning 
to the batsman's 
position 
without being put out, counted one 
run or "tally." 


"New York City may properly be 
called the home of baseball, for itvras 
first played in that city in 1842, but 
in a desultory sort of way. and with- 
out any organization or printed play- 
ing rules. 
In lS4o the first baspball 
club was organized in New York City, 
known 
as the Knickerbockers, 
and 
this club formulated and published the 
first rules of the game In that year. 
Five years later the Gotham club of 
New York was organized, and in 1854 
the Eagles and Empires of New York 
came into the game, and matches be- 
tween these clubs were played on the 
Elysian Fields of Hoboken. N. J., and 
attracted considerable public interest. 
The Knickerbocker club continued to 
make the rules of the game until 1857, 
when a convention of ball players v/as 
held in New York City, which result- 
ed in the permanent organization, in 
1858, of the National Association of 
Baseball 
Players, consisting of 
25 
charter club members,- all from New 
York 
City and immediate 
vicinity. 
This original association 
made 
the 
playing rules and governed the game 
until the first National Association of 
Professional Baseball Players was or- 
ganized, and since that time the pro- 
fessional element has formulated tho 
playing rules and governed the game. 


"Baseball clubs continued to multi- 
ply quite rapidly from the organiza- 
tion of the National Amateur Associa- 
tion In 1858, to the breaking out of 
the civil war in ISGl, but the game up 
to this time was confined almost en- 
tirely to New Yoiik City and immedi- 
ate vicinity. 
The New York soldiers 
introduced their new baseball game 
into the army, and it soon became 
a favorite camp pastime in both arm- 
ies. While those two magnificent arm- 
ies of the north and south could not 
agree upon national policies of gov- 
ernment, both could agree on baseball, 
and at the close of the war the sol- 
diers of both armies carried the game 
to 
every town 'and hamlet in 
the 
United States, and in 18G5-G6 baseball 
became a furor throughout the coun- 
try. 
So it will be seen that baseball 
has Its patriotic side, and was one of 
the direct results of the civil war, and 
¿he game can date its birth as the na- 
tional game of the United States from 
that war, 


"I am indebted for my first acquaint- 
ance Avith baseball to a disabled Illi- 
nois soldier returning from the war 
In 1863, when, as a lad of thirteen, I 
listened to his account of the baseball 
as played in the camp, and under this 
old 
soldier's coaching I became 
a 
member of a boys' club in Rockford, 
111,, which I believe was one of the 
first baseball clubs organized in the 
west. 
From 1865 to 1870, baseball 
clubs sprang up everywhere, and the 
rivalry 
between 
cities 
became 
In- 
tense. 
The National club of Wash- 
ington was tlie first eastern club to 
make an extended, trip through the 
west, in 1867, and met M'lth only one 
defeat, and that at the hands of the 
Rockford club, of which I had _ the 
honor to be the pitcher. 
The result 
of this game was the indirect cause of 
my afterward becoming a professional 
player. 


"Every effort was mado at this peri- 
od to keep the game on an amateur 
basis, but the rivalries between cities 
became so intense, and the demand of 
the public for high-class ball so ur- 
gent, that it was utterly impossible to 
keep the game on a strictly amateur 
plane. 
Veiled professionalism became 
the order of the day, and while the 
amateur status was insisted upon in 
the rules, young men possessed of 
skill as ball players were offered lu- 
crative 
positions 
in 
commercial 
houses, with the understanding that 
they 
could play baseball all 
they 
wanted to; yet a large part of their 
EiJaries was provided by the local club 
or some of its enthusiastic members. 


This so-called amateurism or veiled 
professionalism was in general vague 
throughout the country, and it became 
so Intolerable to players and club offi- 
cials that it finally resulted In the or- 
ganization of the National Association 
of Professional Baseball Players, in 
1S71. 
From that date baseball play- 
ing has been recognized as a regular 
profession, and the game has 
since 
been under the management and con^ 
trol of regularly organized profession- 
al clubs, banded together in associa- 
tions and leagues. 


'•The game-advanced and prospered 
at first under this now regime, but In 
the early seventies a dark cloud grad- 
ually made its appearance on the base- 
ball horizon, caused by the demoraliz- 
ing influences that always follow ex- 
tensive gambling on athletic events or 
sport of any kind. 
Every large city 
had its baseball poolrooms, and near- 
ly every grounds had its betting pa- 
vilion. 
Thousands of (iollara 
were 
wagered on all 
important 
matches, 
and it was no unusual sight to see 
players in uniform making bets with 
men in the audie?ice. 
The attendance 
dropped 
av/ay, 
and 
the 
baseball 
grounds in several of the large cities 
became simply an exchange for the 
gamblers to carry «on their business. 
In 1875 these conditions became in- 
tolerable, professional baseball was at 
death's door, and many predicted its 
ultimate collapse. In this crisis an in- 
cident arose that resulted in an entire 
reorganisation of the baseball govern- 
ment, and. as usually happens, a man 
equal to the emergency appeared In 
the person of William A. Hulbert, af- 
terwards .president of the 
Chicago 
club. 


*'The latter part of June, 1S75, It be- 
came publicly known that White, Mc- 
Vey, Barnes, and myself, of the Bos- 
ton team, generally known as the first 
"big four,'' aijd Anson and Sutton of 
the Philadelphia Athletics, had signed 
with the Chicago club for 1876. 
It 
created a great sensation in the base- 
ball world, and, under the then exist- 
ing rules, threats of expulsion 
were 
freely made, and probably would have 
been carried out at the next annual 
meeting of the old association, to be 
held in March, 1876. 
This situation 
gave 
Hulbert his opportunity, 
and 
while the oflicials of the old associa- 
tion, under whose 
management 
the 
game 
had suffered such a 
setback, 
were airing their intention of expell- 
ing the above-named players. Hulbert 
was quietly at work formulating plans 
to organize a new association to sup- 
plant the old. 
iVIr. Hulbert had little 
difficulty in bringing the four western 
clubs—St. 
Louis, 
Cincinnati. 
Louis- 
ville and Chicago—into 
this 
revolu- 
tionary scheme, and after this was 
quietly 
accomplished, 
Mr. ' Hulbert 
sent a personal invitation to the presi- 
dents of the four eastern clubs above 
named to meet him at the Grand Cen- 
tral hotel in New York City, Feb. 7, 
1876, v/ith the result that then and 
there 
was 
organized 
the 
National 
League of Professional Baseball Clubs, 
with ex-Gov. Bulkeley of Connecticut 
as its first president, and N. E. Young 
as secretary."

“To tho finest laddie an* the fairest 
lassie in auld Scotland!" cried Sandy 
MacLean, knocking the head out o£ 
one of the heaviest kegs and pouring 
. a great heap of Spanish doubloons at 
their feet. 
“An* to the bravest an' best king auld 
Scotland ever throned/’ ho continued, 
, precipitating a similar shining fiood at 
the feet of Robert Bruce. 
While the spell of their wonder was 
yet upon them, Sandy MacLean, tho 
great-hearted and flamboyant, gather­ 
ed up the remainder of his treasure and 
went on with his followers to the tav- 
ei*n. 
Thus it was that George Brodie came 
into his own at last, and B<d Beard*« 
piracy served a worthy ead.- -Scottigto-

A. G. Spalding Recounts Its History— 


Developed From One 01 
Cat— Hovv 


Professionalism 
Came 
In— The 


Cloud of Gambling and the 
Reor* 


ganization by William A. Hulbert. 


In 
an address before the 
Young 
Men's Christian association training 
school at Springfield, Mass.. recently, 
A. G. Spalding, the foremost authority 
on the subject in the country, spoke 
upon “Tho Origin and Early History 
of Baseball." His talk contained much 
he/i’etofore unpublished history, and 
is reproduced in part as follows: 
“While there is more or less of a 
family resemblance in all games of 
ball, I consider baseball quite as much 
American in its origin, development 
and evolution as cricket is of English 
origin, both being recognized as the 
national 
games of their 
respective 
countries. 
Some 
authorities 
claim 
that baseball came fi^om the old Eng­ 
lish juvenile game of Rounders, but I 
am. decidedly of the opinion that it 
was a natural evolution from the old 
Colonial game of One Old Cat, 
One 
Old Cat was played by throe boys—a 
thrower, a catcher, and batsman. The 
latter, after striking tho ball, ran to a 
goal about 30 feet distant, and by re­ 
turning 
to the batsman’s 
position 
without being put out, counted one 
rim or “tally." 
“New York City may properly be 
called the home of baseball, for itv;as 
first played in that city in 1S42, but 
in a desultory sort of way, and with­ 
out any organization or printed play­ 
ing rules. 
In 1845 the first baseball 
club was organized in New York City, 
known 
as the Knickerbockers, 
and 
this club formulated and published the 
first rules of the game in that year. 
Five years later the Gotham club of 
New York was organized, and in 1854 
the Eagles and Empires of New York 
came into the game, and matches be­ 
tween these clubs were played on the 
Elysian Fields of Hoboken, N. J., and 
attracted considerable public interest. 
The Knickerbocker club continued to 
make the rules of the game until 1857, 
when a convention of ball players v/as 
held in New York City, which result­ 
ed in the permanent organization, in 
1858, of the National Association of 
Baseball 
Players, consisting of 
25 
charter club members,- all from New 
York 
City and immediate 
vicinity. 
This original association 
made 
the 
playing rules and governed the game 
until the first National Association of 
Professional Baseball Players was or­ 
ganized, and since that time the pro­ 
fessional element has formulated the 
playing rules and governed the game. 
“Baseball clubs continued to multi­ 
ply quite rapidly from the organiza­ 
tion of the National Amateur Associa­ 
tion in 1858, to the breaking out of 
the civil war in 18G1, but the game up 
to this time was confined almost en­ 
tirely to New Yo¥\i City and immedi­ 
ate vicinity. 
The New York soldiers 
introduced their new baseball game 
into the army, and it soon became 
a favorite camp paatime in both arm­ 
ies. While those two magnificent arm­ 
ies of the north and south could not 
agree upon national policies of gov­ 
ernment, both could agree on baseball, 
and at the close of the war the sol­ 
diers of both armies carried tho game 
to 
every town 'and hamlet in 
the 
United States, and in 18G5-GG baseball 
became a furor throughout the coun­ 
try, 
So it will be seen that baseball 
ha& Its patriotic side, and was one of 
the direct results of the civil war, and 
the game can date its birth as the na­ 
tional game of the United States from 
that war. 
“I am Indebted for my first acquaint­ 
ance with baseball to a disabled Illi­ 
nois soldier returning from the war 
in 1863, when, as a lad of thirteen, I 
listened to his account of the baseball 
as played in the camp, and under this 
old 
soldier's coaching I became 
a 
member of a boys' club in Rockford, 
in., which I believe was one of the 
first baseball clubs organized in the 
west. 
From 18G5 to 1870, baseball 
clubs sprang up everywhere, and the 
rivalry 
between 
cities 
became 
In­ 
tense. 
The National club of Wash­ 
ington was tlie first eastern club to 
make an extended, trip through the 
west, in 18G7, and met with only one 
defeat, and that at the hands of the 
Rockford club, of which I had ^ the 
honor to be the pitcher. 
The result 
of this game was the indirect cause of 
my afterward becoming a professional 
player. 
“Every effort was made at this peri­ 
od to keep the game on an amateur 
basis, but the rivalries between cities 
became so intense, and the demand of 
the public for high-class ball so ur­ 
gent, that it was utterly impossible to 
keep the game on a strictly amateur 
plane. Veiled professionalism became 
the order of the day, and while the 
amateur status was insisted upon in 
the rules, young men possessed of 
skill as ball players were offered lu­ 
crative 
positions 
in 
commercial 
houses, with the understanding that 
they 
could play baseball all 
they 
wanted to; yet a large part of their 
BiJaries was provided by the local club 
or some of its enthusiastic members. 


This so-called amateurism or veiled 
professionalism was in general vague 
throughout the country, and it became 
so intolerable to players and club offi­ 
cials that it finally resulted in the or­ 
ganization of the National Association 
of Professional Baseball Players, in 
1871. 
From that date baseball play­ 
ing has been recognized as a regular 
profession, and the game has since 
been under the management and con* 
trol of regularly organized profession­ 
al clubs, banded together in associa­ 
tions and leagues. 
“The game-advanced and prospered 
at first under this now regime, but in 
the early seventies a dark cloud grad­ 
ually made its appearance on the base­ 
ball horizon, caused by the demoraliz­ 
ing influences that always follow ex­ 
tensive gambling on athletic events or 
sport of any kind. 
Every large city 
had its baseball poolrooms, and near­ 
ly every grounds had its betting pa­ 
vilion. 
Thousands of (Ijollara were 
wagered on all 
important matches, 
and it was no unusual sight to see 
players in uniform making bets with 
men in the audiey^’e. The attendance 
dropped 
av/ay, 
and 
the 
baseball 
grounds in several of the large cities 
became simply an exchange for the 
gamblers to carry-on their business. 
In 1875 these conditions became in­ 
tolerable, professional baseball was at 
death’s door, and many predicted its 
ultimate collapse. In this crisis an in­ 
cident arose that resulted in an entire 
reorganization of the baseball govern­ 
ment, and, as usually happens, a man 
equal to the emergency appeared in 
the person of William A. Hulbert, af­ 
terwards .president of the 
Chicago 
club. 
“The latter part of June. 1875, it be­ 
came publicly known that W'hite, Mc- 
Vey, Barnes, and myself, of the Bos­ 
ton team, generally known as the first 
“big four,'* aijd Anson and Sutton of 
the Philadelphia Athletics, had signed 
with the Chicago club for 1876. 
It 
created a great sensation in the base­ 
ball world, and, under the then exist­ 
ing rules, threats of expulsion were 
freely made, and probably would have 
been carried out at the next annual 
meeting of the old association, to be 
held in March, 1876. 
This situation 
gave 
Hulbert his opportunity, 
and 
while the officials of the old associa­ 
tion, imder v/hose management the 
game 
had suffered such a 
setback, 
were airing their intention of expell­ 
ing the above-named players, Hulbert 
was quietly at work formulating plans 
to organize a new association to sup­ 
plant the old. 
Mr. Hulbert had little 
difficulty in bringing the four western 
clubs—St. 
Louis, 
Cincinnati, Louis­ 
ville and Chicago—into this revolu­ 
tionary scheme, and after this was 
quietly 
accomplished, 
Mr. ' Hulbert 
sent a personal invitation to the presi­ 
dents of the four eastern clubs above 
named to meet him at the Grand Cen­ 
tral hotel in New York City, Feb. 7, 
1876, v/ith the result that then and 
there 
was 
organized 
the 
National 
League of Professional Baseball Clubs, 
with ex-Gov. Bulkeley of Connecticut 
as its first president, and N. E. Young 
as secretary."

Storms For April. 


Storms galore arc predicted for the 
^month of April by Weathei" Prophet 
llicks. 
He says, however, there will be 
plenty of Avann days and plensant weath- 
*er, sandwiched between tlie bad flpella. 
About tlic middle of the month, the Kev. 
•!Mr. Hicks eays, there will be terrific elec- 
trical storms and violent tornadic diturb- 
'anccH, which "will break up into snow 
sqalls and sleet storms, 
His predictions 
'in part for'the month are as follo\vs : 


A marked clmiiire to warmer, witli cor- 
.'responding fall of the barometer, will pro- 
t;gre83ivcly pass from west to east over the 
' country during the first two or three days 
of April. 
Indications of coining change 
*and storms will be apparent, and these 
*iore-running indications will culminate in 
storms of rain, \vind and thunder, center- 
'ung on and touching the 3d and 4th. The 
iperiod M^ill end in change to much cooler 
'with probable snow flurries northward, 
'cool to frosty nights will follow up to 
about the 6th 


The 7th and 8th are central dates, on 
^and touching Avhich reactionary changes 
to storm conditions will talce place. Jilec- 
•triciil, Venus storms until past the mid- 
'dle of April, should be -warnings of sud- 
'deii changes to cooler with frost. 


A regular Vulcan storm period extends 
from 11th to 15th. The Mercury disturb- 
ances blending with that of Venus at this 
i-t me,wiU almost surely prolong and inten- 
'feify storm conditions, so that little or no 
intermission^^of settled Aveather will fol- 
low this period before the beginning of 
another.

'inuch warm >veather, low biironieter, and

The Anti«Ain))ntatioii Jupf* 


During the recent war tlio Japanese 
have followed the new rule generally 
of not amputating shattered limbs on 
the field of battle, but of putting a plas 
ter of parls dressing on them. 
So far, 
out of ÜUO wounded Hussians, only one 
arm has been amputated, and in that 
case the arm had to be removed in con- 
sequence of trouble supervening. 
In 
all cases the bones have healed well. 
It is clear that the gunshot wounds 
from the modern infantry rifle are less 
dangerous to life than they were in 
former days. 
Wounds received in the 
lungs or stomach heal often without 
any surgical treatment or operation. 
All pieces of shot or garments taken 
from wounded me¿i are sent to Tokio, 
wliere they are being preserved, as are 
also all other "preparations" resulting 
from the surgical treatment of the 
wounded.—London Globe, 


Counterfeit Mone}' in London* 


A large number of coujiterfeit five- 
shilling pieces, made in Germany, are 
iji circulation in London. 


The coins are made of pure silver, 
though they contain a shilling's worth 
less of the metal than the genuine ones. 
iSo clever is the imitation, and so dilii- 
cult is it to detect them, that many 
shopkeepers in South London are re- 
fusing to talce even genuine five-shiiliiig 
pieces. 


The following notice is displayed in 
a tobacconist's shop in Peckham: 


*'Owlng to the large number of Ger- 
man made five-shilling pieces now in 
circulation, and the dlUiculty of detect- 
ing the fiame, we can no longer take 
coins of this denomination in payment 
for 
good«

shop for a paper of pins 
may think, if she thinks 
about it at all, that she is 
getting a toilet article which represents 
modern civilized life and domestic con- 
venience as few other simple things do. 


In a sense she is right; yet pins are 
among the very oldest of human con- 
trivances—so old that they have been 
found among the debris of the prehis- 
toric 
European 
cave-dwellers, 
and 
found of a shape and size which seem 
startlingly modern. 


Brass wire pins were permanently 
introduced into England in 1540 by 
ratherine Howard, the Queen of Henry 
VIIL, who brought them from France, 
although they were not unknown there 
in the previous century. As they were 
first made, the manufacture of a single 
pin involved thirteen or fourteen dif- 
ferent 
operations, which 
were 
per- 
formed by hand, by as many different 
persons. 
The points were filed by 
hand, and the heads, made of a sep- 
arate piece of line wire, were twisted 
on by hand. 
Solid-head pins are a lit- 
tle more than one hundred years old. 
They were first made in England by 
Timothy Harris, in 1797. 


The first pins to be produced in the 
United States were made in Rhode Isl- 
and, during the Revolution, by Jere- 
miah Wilkinson. 
A machine for pro- 
ducing solid-headed pins was brought 
out by a New Hampshire man in 1S24; 
but the first machine for making pins 
such as are in use to-day was perfected 
in 1S31 by Dr. John I. Howe, a phy- 
.-^ician in Bellevue Hospital, New York. 
Prom that time to the present, im- 
provements in pin-making machinery 
have been made, until now the most 
modern pins complete the pin automat- 
ically in every way without the use of 
human hands except for the coloring 
and polishing. 


The process begins with a spool or 
reel of brass wire of the right size for 
the shank of the pin. 
When the ma- 
chine is started, a pair of pincers seize 
the end of the wire and draw out a 
portion of it which runs between fixed 
steel studs, and is thereby straightened. 


Two clamps, or "checks,'- now grasp 
the end of the wire, and a cutter de- 
scends and cuts off enough for one pin. 
A small portion of the wire is left pro- 
jecting from these cheeks, and from 
this projection the head of the pin is 
formed by three rapid blows of a form- 
ing die. which advance one-twentieth 
of an inch after each blow. 


The pin, now 
released 
from the 
damps, drops to an inclined steel plane 
provided 
Avith 
grooves 
just 
large 
enough to admit the shank, but not 
large enough to allow the head to pass 
through. 
Held 
in 
place by 
these 
prooves. the pins slide slow^ly down 
the inclined plane until the pins begin 
to come in contact wuth a revolving 
cylinder underneath. 


This cylinder revolves on an axis 
parallel to the line of grooves down 
which the pins are crawling. The sur- 
face of it is cut into corrugations like 
those on the face of a file. Indeed, the 
cylinder is neither more nor less than 
a great revolving file. As it comes in 
contact with the pins on one side only, 
and as the pins are steadily moving 
down the groove, the two forces to- 
gether give them a rotary motion, so 
that the revolving file gradually tapers 
the points evenly on all sides. By the 
time the pin reaches the end of the 
groove it has become fully pointed. 


The 
pins, which 
drop 
from 
the 
grooves into 
receptacles 
placed for 
tliiim, are next: cleaned from grease. 
In England this is accomplished by 
boiling them in weak beer; in this 
country by dipping them in an alkaline 
solution. They are now ready for tin- 
ning. 


In a copper pan are placed alternate 
layers of pins and finely ground tin. 
Over this is poured a solution of bitar- 
trate of potash, 
The application of 
heat produces a solution of tin Avhich 
coats all the pins. 


The polishing is accomplished by 
I)lacing the pins in barrels partially 
ailed with bran or sawdust. 
These 
barrels are then made to spin on axle.s, 
and the pins are polished by the fric- 
tion. 


The machinery by which .pins are 
'loapered" is almost as interesting as 
that by which they are made. It is the 
invention of a Connecticut man, who 
thereby accomplished a great saving of 
labor. In appearance it is a steel box 
twelve inches long, six inches -wide and 
four inches deep, beneath which is a 
sliding rack or frame which seizes the 
papers and crimps them into divisions 
as Avide as the pin is long. 
In opera- 
tion, two children manage the machine, 
one feeding the pins to the box, the 
other the papers to the rack. The bot- 
tom of the box is composed of square 
steel bars, placed 
at such 
distance 
apart as to allow the shanks of the 
pins to drop through, but not the heads. 
The width of tlie bars is the same as 
the spscf which will separate tbe plus 


when they have been placed in the 
paper. 


By a racking motion those bars sh.nke 
the pins down until a roAv is formed 
across the bar. 
The plus are now 
clamped in place for an instant by the 
bars, while a fold of the paper under- 
neath is thrust up against them until 
they are pressed home to place. 
The 
rack then pushes forward a second 
fold of the paper, and a second row of 
pins is inserted; and so on until the 
paper is filled. 


In some factories the cleaning pro- 
cess is combined Avith that A v h i c h in- 
serts them in the papers. 
Instead of 
being first polished and then placed in 
the shallow^ steel boxes, they go at 
once from the tinning bath to a barrel- 
like box of bran, the bottom of A v h i c h 
is cut into slits just big enough to pass 
the body of the pin, but not the head. 
The bran cools and polishes the pins 
at the same time; and constant oscil- 
lation of the barrel shakes the pins 
doAvn in orderly rows, ready for the 
folds of paper A v h i c h a jerk of the ma- 
chine presses up against them. 


France, Germany and England are 
all large manufacturers of pins, and so 
is the United States. 
In this country 
forty-three factories, employing more 
than tAA'o thousand operatives, are en- 
gaged in the business. 
The principal 
seat of the industry is Connecticut. 
Some idea of the A^ast number of pins 
used may be gathered from the fact 
that in the year 1900—the last for 
AA'hich figures are obtainable—the num- 
ber of pins made in the United States 
was sixty-eight million eight hundred 
and eighty-nine thousand tAvo htmdred 
and sixty gross.—Youth's Companion. 


HintK For the Kyes. 


Shade the eyes from the full glare of 
sunlight. 


When the eyes are Aveak, sleep all 
that is possible. 


Keep soap and dust out of the eyes. 
Never read or use the eyes for fine 
work during twilight. 


Whenever an eye is injured, call in 
an experienced oculist at once. 


Never expose the eyes neeillessly to 
dust or flying particles of any kind. 


HaA-e an abundance of good, steady 
light for any work you may have on 
hand. 


Let the light come to your eyes from 
one side or from above, not from in 
front. 


Do not w^ork in a poor light, ami 
aA'oid a glaring light, as it may be as 
bad as too little light. 


Do not use a flickering light for read- 
ing or sewing. 
Use a lamp with a 
large burner and use good oil. 


When the eyes are hot, and heavy 
bathe them in cold or tepid water, and 
do not confine them too closely to any 
^ort of AA'ork. 


Whenever the eyes ache or are easily 
fatigued use them as little as possible, 
and look up frequently from the Avork 
to i^est them. 


W^hen reading, hold the head erect 
and at a distance from the light, and 
do not bend the head over the Avork 
any more than is possible. 


Avoid poorly printed books with poor 
paper and poor type, and do not road 
Avhen riding in cars or carriages, nor 
when convalescent from a protracted 
illness, nor when the whole body is in 
a A\'eakeued state.—Health.

MADE OF l A P E R . 


Not until you have seen the pretty 
tilings made of paper can you appre- 
ciate its possibilities, says the Phiiu- 
delphia Bulletin. 


A really beautiful scrap basket can 
bo made of stiff 
cardboard 
covered 
with fiowered crepe paper. 
Cut the 
four sides and the square bottom from 
the cardboard, curving the top in any 
desired design. 
Get that particularly 
pretty pale green crepe paper with the 
design of green ferns, and cover the 
cardboard on both sides 
with 
this, 
drawing 
it 
snug. 
The fern design 
should stand up from the bottom of 
the basket. 
Use ribbon of ilale sea- 
green satin to tie the corners together, 
making two bows of one-inch width 
up each corner, and at the top of each 
corner a soft bow or wider ribbon. A 
wild rose, or violet, or chrysanthemum 
paper basket would be equally attract- 
ive. 


In the same manner smaller and shal- 
lower baskets may be made to serve as 
hair receivers. 
The corners may be 
either stitched or gummed together. 


A nice trifle may be fashioned of two 
liearts of pasteboard, 
covered 
with 
rose-pink crepe paper and gummed to- 
gether with white pearl-headed pins 
stuck in all around the crevice between 
the two hearts. It is hung by rose-pink 
baby ribbon and bows. A pretty scrap 
of wall-flowered wall paper could be 
used instead of the crepe paper. 


The prettiest possible 
twine-holder 
is made by cutting a straight strip of 
cardboard 
about 
three 
and 
a 
lialf 
inches wide and eight or ten long. Tack 
the end of this together, cover with 
white crepe paper, edge Avith a heavy 
white and silver cord, fasten a big 
ball of wliite twine inside, and suspend 
by a big white satin bow.

"With several pieces of pretty flow- 
ered or pale-tinted crepe paper and

gloves, 
handkerchiefs, collars, pins and laces, 
it is best to pad the boxes siigluly with 
soft tissue paper under the outside 
covering. 


Needlebooks may be made of card- 
board covered with crepe paper, like- 
wise pretty photograph frames. 


A funny little penwiper^ too, can be 
fashioned by cutting a number of tis- 
sue paper leaves into the shape of a 
pig, and enclosing them iu a stiff yol- 
lov/ paper cover representing a fat 
porker, and marked "Fremii from the 
peü."

while at the same time enough par- 
ticles of red wax are disintegrating 
themselves from the brimstone to in- 
dicate tile initial 
A.," for instance, 
in exactly the spot 
where 
it 
was 
traced! 


You then announce that George Nel- 
son made the yellow initials, and did 
it with a piece of tin, while Dora 
Alden marked the red initials, and in 
doing so used the bit of iron, all of 
which is absolutely true, much to the 
surprise of the audience.

his arms and then tumbles them, still 
burning, into bii' mouth and swallows 
them, while the eli'lt'^-eji stand wide- 
eyed before him.

The Boys Festival has arrived, and 
the streets are noisy with the din of 
mock battle.

This means that a baby boy 
was born in the house during the last 
year. The carp is chosen because he is 
such a remarkable fish that he can even 
swim up waterfalls, and the Japanese 
hope their little sons will pattern after 
the carp and surmount all difllculties.

ugly telegraph poles among the cherry 
and plum trees. There are trolley cars 
to take the place of the jinrikishas. 
and the grownup people are learning to 
dress like American men and women. 
But the children still frolic about in 
their rainbow-hued kimonos and big 
sashes, and love better than any Amer- 
ican toys the magical candy man and 
their own, truly Japanese holidays.—

HOW PINS ARE MADE. 


ED W A R D W IL L IS T O N F R E N T Z . 


D iT ld ini; th n T ip . 
Tipping has been reduced to a very 
fine system in some Englisli hotels and 
restaurants. 
“I was sitting at meat 
with the manager of one of the well* 
known London restaurants,” says a 
witer. 
“ *I am short-sighted and un- 
o])servant,' I said, ‘and as I never know 
one waiter from another. I’m always 
uneasy lest I’ve tipped tho wrong one.’ 
The manager laughed. 
‘Fritz, bring 
the book,' he said. 
The book was 
opened upon the table and disclosed 
columns and row’s of figures opposite 
the names of waiters. 
Between them 
the manager and Fritz explained the 
system. 
“Every penny given in tips was cast 
into a common fund, in cliarge of a 
waiter elected by his fellows. At the 
end of the week the sum was distrib­ 
uted. Three classes \vere arranged by 
the manager, according to efficiency, 
and the shares wero in corresponding 
proportions, so that the junior who 
hovers with the sauce is by no means 
equally rewarded with the expert who 
can advise in the matter of wine. 
“Waiters Iceep a jealous eye on their 
fellows, and the man suspected of 
pocketing a tip finds bis position un­ 
tenable. 
The system is good for the 
public, since It diminishes the unpleas- 
ing personality of a charitable action. 
It is good, too, for the waiters, since 
that record of the weekly gratuities 
shoAved that the best Avaiters made 
about $20u0 a year iu tips."—Newark 
(N. J.) Sunday Call, 


Tlie Anti-Ain))ntation Jiipf. 
During the recent war tho Japanese 
have followed the new rule generally 
of not amputating shattered limbs on 
the iield of battle, but of putting a plas­ 
ter of parls dressing on them. So far, 
out of GUO AYOunded Russians, only one 
arm has been amputated, and in that 
case the arm had to be removed in con­ 
sequence of trouble supervening. 
In 
all cases the bones have healed well. 
It is clear that tho gunshot Avounds 
fxom the modern infantry rifle are less 
dangerous to life than they Avere in 
former days. Wounds received in the 
lungs or stomach heal often Avithout 
any surgical treatment or operation. 
All pieces of shot or garments taken 
from Avounded me^i are sent to Tokio, 
where they are being preserved, as are 
also all other “preparations" resulting 
from the surgical treatment of the 
wounded.—London Globe. 


C o u n te rfe it M uiie3^ In L o n d o n . 
A large iiuiubei* of counterfeit five- 
sliilliiig pieces, made In GeruKuiy, are 
hi circulation Iu Lojidoii. 
Tlie coins are made of pure silver, 
tliough tliey contain a sliilling’s worth 
less of tbe luetal than the genuine ones. 
So clever is the imitation, and so dilil- 
cult is it to detect then), that many 
•shoplteppers in South London are re- 
fusing to take cvcu genuine flve-shilling 
pieces. 
The following notice is displayed in 
a tobacconist’s shop in Peckhain; 
“Owing to the large number of Ger­ 
man juado five-shilling pieces now in 
cii'culation, and the diilculty of detect­ 
ing tho same, Ave can uo longer tak»* 
coins of this denomination in payment 
for 
goods 
purchased.”—Loudoa Ex- 
pi'es&.

K may think, if she thinks 
about it at all, that she is 
getting a toilet article which represents 
modern clvilixed life and domestic con 
veniencc as few other simple things do. 
In a sense sho is right; yet pins arc 
among the very oldest of human con 
trivancos—so old that they have been 
found among the debris of the prehis 
toric 
European 
cave-dwellers, 
and 
found of a shape and size -which seem 
startlingly modern. 
Brass wire pins were permanently 
introduced into England In 1540 by 
ralherine Howard, the Queen of Henry 
VIII., Avho brought them from France, 
although they wero not unknoAvn there 
In the previous century. As they were 
first made, the manufacture of a single 
pin Involved thirteen or fourteen dif­ 
ferent operations, which 
were per­ 
formed by hand, by as many different 
persons. 
The points Avere filed by 
hand, and the heads, made of a sep­ 
arate piece of line wire, were twisted 
on by hand. Solid-head pins are a lit­ 
tle more than one hundred j'ears old. 
They wore first made in England by 
Timothy Harris, in 1797. 
The first pins to be produced in the 
United States -were made In Rhode Isl­ 
and, during the Revolution, by Jere­ 
miah Wilkinson. A machine for pro­ 
ducing solid-headed pins was brought 
out by a New Hampshire man in 1824; 
but the first machine for making pins 
such as are in use to-day was perfected 
in 1S31 by Dr. John I. Ilowe, a phy­ 
sician in Bellevue Hospital, New York. 
From that time to the prosent, im­ 
provements in pin-making machinery 
have boon made, until now the most 
modern pins complete the pin automat­ 
ically in every way w'ithout the use of 
human ha«ds except for the coloring 
and polishing. 
The process begins with a spool or 
reel of brass wire of the right size for 
the shank of the pin. When the ma­ 
chine is started, a pair of pincers seize 
the end of tlie wire and draw out a 
portion of it which runs between fixed 
steel studs, and Is thereby straightened. 
Two clamps, or “checks,’ now gi-asp 
tho end of the wire, and a cutter de­ 
scends and cuts ofT enough for one pin. 
S. small portion of the wire is left pro­ 
jecting from these cheeks, and from 
this projection tho head of the pin is 
formed by three rapid blow’s of a form­ 
ing die, which advance one-twentieth 
of an inch after each blow. 
The pin, now 
released 
from the 
clamps, drops to an inclined steel plane 
provided 
with 
grooves 
just 
large 
enougli to admit the shank, but not 
large enotigli to allow the head to pass 
through. 
Held, In 
place by 
these 
grooves, the pins slide slowly down 
the inclined plane until the pins begin 
to come In contact walh a revolving 
cylinder \inderaeath. 
This cylinder revolves on an axis 
parallel to the line of grooves dow'n 
which the pins are craAvllng. The sur­ 
face of It Is cut into corrugations like 
those on the face of a file. Indeed, the 
cylinder is neitiier more nor less than 
a great revolving file. As it comes iu 
contact with the pins on one side only, 
and as the pins are steadily moving 
down the groove, the two forces to­ 
gether give them a rotary motion, so 
that the revolving file gi’adually tapers 
the points evenly on all sides. By the 
lime the pin reaches the end of the 
groove it has become fully pointed. 
The 
pins, which 
drop 
from 
the 
grooves into 
receptacles 
placed for 
tlipm, are next cleaned from grease 
In England this Is accomplished by 
boiling them in weak beer; in this 
country by dipping tlicm in an alkaline 
golutlon. They are now' ready for tin­ 
ning. 
In a copper pan are jilaced alternate 
layers of pins and finely ground tin 
Over this is poured a solution of bitar­ 
trate of potash, 
The application of 
heat produces a solution of tin which 
coats all the pins. 
The polishing Is accomplished by 
l)lacing the pins In barrels partially 
liiied with bran or sawdust. 
These 
barrels are then made to spin on axles, 
and the pins are polished by the fric­ 
tion. 
The machinery by which .pins are 
“papered” is almost as interesting as 
that by which they are made. It is the 
invention of a Connecticut man, who 
thereby accomplished a great saving of 
labor. In appearance It is a steel box 
twelve Inches long, six inches wide and 
four inches deep, beneath w’hich is a 
sliding rack or frame which seizes the 
papers and crimps tliem into divisions 
as w'ide as the pin is long. In opera­ 
tion, tw'O children manage the machine, 
one feeding the pins to the box, the 
other the papers to the rack. The bot­ 
tom of the box is composed of square 
steel bars, placed 
at such 
distance 
apart as to allow the shanks of the 
plus to drop through, but not the heads. 
The width of the bars is the same as 
Uie space which will separate tiie plus 


when they have been placed In the 
paper. 
By a racking motion these bars shake 
the pins down until a roAv is formed 
across the bar. 
The plus are now 
clamped in place for an Instant by the 
bars, wliile a fold of the paper under­ 
neath is thrust up against them until 
they are pressed home to place. Tho 
rack then pushes forward a second 
fold of the paper, and a second row of 
pins Is Inserted; and so on until the 
paper Is filled. 
In some factories the cleaning pro­ 
cess is combined with that which in­ 
serts them In the papers. 
Instead of 
being first polished and then placed in 
the shallow steel boxes, they go at 
once from the tinning bath to a barrel- 
like box of bran, the bottom of which 
is cut Into slits just big enough to pass 
the body of the pin, but not tbe head. 
The bran cools and polishes tho pins 
at the same time; and constant oscil­ 
lation of the barrel shakes the pins 
down iu orderly rows, ready for the 
folds of paper which a jerk of the ma­ 
chine presses up against them. 
France, Germany and England are 
all large manufacturers of pins, and so 
is the United States. In this country 
fortj’-three factories, empioying more 
than tw’o thousand operatives, are en­ 
gaged In the business. 
The principal 
seat of the Industry Is Connecticut. 
Some Idea of the vast number of pins 
used may be gathered from the fact 
that in tho year 1900—the last for 
which figures are obtainable—the num­ 
ber of pins made in the United States 
was sixty-eig'ht million eight hundred 
and eighty-nine thousand two hundred 
aud sixty gross.—Youth’s Companion. 


H in t* F o r th o E y e s. 
Shade the eyes from tho full glare of 
sunlight. 
W’hen the eyes are weak, sleep all 
that is possible. 
Keep soap and dust out of the eyes. 
Never read or use the eyes for fine 
Avork during tn'ilight. 
Whenever an ej’e is Injured, call in 
an experienced oculist at oncc. 
Never expose the eyes neetliessly to 
dust or fij'ing particles of any kind. 
Have an abundance of good, steady 
light for any work you may have on 
hand. 
Let the light come to j'our eyes from 
one side or from above, not from in 
front. 
Do not w'ork in a poor light, aiul 
avoid a glaring light, as it may bo as 
bad as too little light. 
Do not use a flickering light for read­ 
ing or sowing. 
Use a lamp with a 
large burner and use good oil. 
When the ej'es are hot, and heavy 
bathe them in cold or tepid w.ator, and 
do not confine them too closely to any 
^ort of work. 
W’henevor tho eyes ache or ai*o ea.«ily 
fatigued use them as little as possible, 
and look up frequently from the work 
to rest them. 
W’hen reading, hold the head erect 
and at a distance from the light, and 
do not bend the head over tlie worli 
any more than is possible. 
Avoid poorly printed books w'ith poor 
paper and poor type, and do not road 
when riding in cars or carriages, nor 
when convalescent from a protracted 
illness, nor wiien the whole body is In 
a weakened state.—Health,

WEDDING DECORATIONS.

MADE OF TAPER. 
Not until you have seen tho pretty 
things made of paper can you uppi*e- 
elate its possibilities, says the Phila­ 
delphia Bulletin. 
A really beautiful scrap basket can 
be made of stiif cardboard covered 
with flowered crepe paper. 
Cut the 
four sides and the square bottom from j 
the cardboard, curving the top in any 
desired design. 
Get that particularly 
pretty pale green crepe paper with the 
design of green ferns, and cover the 
cardboard on both sides with this, 
drawing it snug. 
The fern design 
should stand up from the bottom of 
the basket. 
Use ribbon of ilale sea- 
green satin to tie the corners together, 
making two bow's of one-inch width 
up each corner, and at the top of each 
corner a soft bow or w'ider ribbon. A 
wild rose, or violet, or chrysanthemum 
paper basket w^ould be equally attract­ 
ive. 
In the same manner smaller and shal- 
loAver baskets may be made to serve as 
hair receivers. 
The corners may be 
either stitched or gummed together. 
A nice trifle may be fashioned of two 
hearts of pasteboard, 
covered 
with 
rose-plnk crepe paper and gummed to­ 
gether w'ith white pearl-headed pins 
stuck in all around the crevice between 
the two hearts. It is hung by rose-pink 
baby ribbon and bows. A pretty scrap 
of w’all-fiowered >vall paper could be 
used instead of the crepe paper. 
The prettiest possible twine-iiolder 
is made by cutting a straight strip of 
cardboard about three and a lialf 
inches wide and eight or ten long. Tack 
the end of this together, cover with 
white crepe paper, edge with a heavy 
white and silver cord, fasten a bis 
ball of vchlte twine inside, and suspend 
by a big white satin bow. 
In much the same jnanner an attract­ 
ive holder for a whisk broom may be 
made, cutting and shaping the card­ 
board snialler at *^one end than the 
other. 
With several pieces of pretty flow­ 
ered or pale-tinted crepe paper and 
some satin ribbon for bows, prosaic 
pasteboard boxes may be transformed 
into dainty receptacles 
for gloves, 
handkerchiefs, collars, pins and laces. 
It is best to pad the boxes sligluly witli 
soft tissue paper under the outside 
covering. 
Needlebooks may be made of card­ 
board covered with crepe paper, like­ 
wise pretty photograph frames. 
A funny little pejiwiper, too, can be 
fashioned by cutting a number of tis­ 
sue paper leaves into the shape of a 
pig, and enclosing them iu a stiff yol- 
lov.' paper cover representing a fat 
porker, aud marked “Frei^b from the 


length, each bit having a sharp point 
that would enable a person to mark 
with it. For instance, a tin tack and 
an iron nail. 
Have some one blindfold you and 
then hand two of the spectators each 
a ditferent metal and instruct each to 
mark his initials on the rubber with 
the sharp point of his metal piece.

al each used, 
Poiir out some of the powdered wax 
and sulphur upon the surface of the 
rubber. 
A strange thing will hap­ 
pen. 
The audience gathered about 
the tablet will see the j^ellow^ sulphur 
particles separated from the w\ax and 
form clear and distinct tiie tw’o letters 
of the initials—“G. N." for example— 
while at the same time enough par­ 
ticles of red wax are disintegrating 
themselves from the brimstone to in­ 
dicate the initial “D, A.,” for instance, 
in exactly the spot 'where it was 
traced! 
You then announce that George Nel­ 
son made the yellow' initials, and did 
it with a piece of tin, while Dora 
Alden marked the red initials, and in 
doing so used the bit of iron, all of 
which is absolutely true, much to the 
surprise of the audience. 
Tin will attract sulphur more strong­ 
ly than it will Avax. Iron just the op­ 
posite, and your experiement will al- 
w’ays be successful If the initials be 
strongly marked and the sulphur and 
wax w’ell powdered and perfectly dry.

And there is tho “iire-eatlrg man,” 
^vho rolls flaming balJs up and dovMi 
Jjis arms and then tumbles them, still 
burning, into hir mouth and swallows 
them, w'hile the eUic‘^*en stand wide- 
eyed before him. 
In this fairy-like la^id there are spe­ 
cial holidays for boys a/ 1 girls. 
^^peclally for littie j^ivls there is the

Tw’o months later, on tho fifth day of 
the fifth mouth, the dolls have all dl.s- 
aj)peared from the toy shop windows 
and in their stead are suits of armor, 
battle-steeds. sw'ords, flags and guns, 
Tho Boys Festival lias arrived, and 
tho streets are noisy with the din of 
mock battle. 
On a high pole before many a house 
fioats in the wind a big. inflated paper 
carp. 
This means that a baby boy 
was born in the house during the last 
year. The carp is chosen because he is 
such a remarkable fish that he can even 
swim up w^aterfalls, and the Japanese 
hope their little sons will pattern after 
the carp and surmount all difllculties.
